Hero of Port Arthur Cut His Throat 


and 'Countess Committed 


Hara Kiri 


TOKIO, Sept. M— Gen Count Mare- the palace grounds at Tokio which 


suke Nogi, supreme military council- 
lor, of the empire, ahd. his wife tho 
Countess Nogi, committed suicide to- 
night in accordance with > the ancient 
. Japanese custom as their final trl- 
.Intte to their departed Emperor and 
friend, Mutsuhlto. 


The taking off by their own hands 


of thc famous general was as dramatic 
as it was sad. The general cut his 
ehroat with a short swoard and then 
Countess committed Hara Kiri, 


Following the Samurai custom the 


couple had carefully prepared 
their 


plans for killing themselves and tim- 
ed them so that they would he coin- 
cident with the departure 
forever 


from Tokio of the dead Emperor. 


General Nogi and the Countess had 


alended the funeral services of Mut- 
suliito ut thc palace here today, and 
Jt was expected that they would pro- 
ceed to Aoyama tonight with the cor- 
tege. Instead, however at the conclu- 
sion of the ceremony at the palace 
they withdrew to their modest home 
in Akasaka, a suburb of Tokio, and 
tiicre began their Una! preparations 
for death.

later was found beside his body. Then 
he timpcd in mourning- a-portrait on 
the; wall of the late Emperor, and aft-

the Czar's rule, practically are Inde- 
pendent, for the very good reason that 
the Russian troops cannot get at them. 
Every schoolboy has heard of Lap- 
land, in northern Europe, but few. of 
use know that there are two kinds of 
Lapland. One IB on the very verge of 
the continent, in a country 80 barren 
nnd desolate that about the only liv- 
ing creatures In It are the reindeer 
on which the northern Lapp subsists, 
the -wolves, which live on the rein- 
deer, aud!the Lapp himself. 


In this' region the . herder Lapp 


roams at will. The country Is more 
passable in winter than1 in summer, 
since it Is traversed 
by numerous 


rivers and marshes that can be cross- 
ed only when frozen, over, unless the 
traveler carrleB:hls boat on his back, 
nut with the coming of winter the 
Lapps utilize the icebound rivers as 
thoroughfares in their travels. They 
know the best foraging grounds and 
the pitfces where shelter may be af- 
forded for a week's encampment. 
. .The resting places o£ these nomads 
within the arctic circle depend .upon 
(he.,moss patches, the foo'd of'therein; 
deer. When it has been eaten off tho 
Ground these people must strike camp 
and go elsewhere.

whether the taste for elderberry pld 
was a natural or a cultivated one. 
Those who like It declare that It Is the 
berry pie par .excellence. Those who 
do not favor It seem to think that 
those who do have n depraved taste. 
As the elderberry Is rather Insipid 
alone, It requires the 
addition 
of 


lemon or vinegar to develop its own 
Inherent richness. 


Tart grapes are also sometimes-'add- 


ed to give the required acid. In can- 
ning, strip from the stems and put In- 
to the preserving kettle, allowing for 
each twelve quarts oC tllft berries, one 
quart of sugar and one pint Of water. 
Heat slowly until the contents begin 
tfi bubble, then boll Just fifteen mlfl- 
tiles.
